Capt. William Washer said Dr. 
Rutledge was in the bathroom 
when officers arrived and appar- 
ently swallowed the poison then. 
b Collapses in Police Car. 

He collapsed in a police scout 
car on the way to Police Head- 
quarters and was taken to City 
Hospital. 

Although Dr. Rutledge’s condi- 
tion was such earlier today that 
he could not be questioned, it im- 
proved this afternoon and he made 
a statement to Cedar Rapids and 
St. Louis police, 

He told police he went to Cedar 
Rapids “to square accounts for 
his wif ewith Hattman.” Police 
quoted him as saying that “Hatt- 
man made repeated telephone calls 
to me starting last August. In 
each conversation he insulted my 
wife and told me to get a divorce 
s0 she could have some fun.” 

Says Hattman Pulled Knife. 

After getting into Hattman’s 
room in the hotel in Cedar Rapids 
last Tuesday, Dr. Rutledge said he 
waited for Hattman. When Hatt- 
man came, Dr. Rutledge said he 
offered him some money to stay 
away from his wife, but Hattman 
pulled his billfold from his pocket, 
saying, “I don’t need money.” A 
fight started, Dr. Rutledge added, 
and Hattman pulled a pocket 
knife from his trousers pocket. 

J took the knife away from 
him,” police quoted the doctor as 
say, “and jabbed at him a number 
of times to keep him away.” When 
Hattman fell to the floor, Dr. 
Rutledge added, he picked up the 
knife, took the money from Hatt- 
man’s billfold and left the hotel. 
He said he threw away the knife 
and the money when he got to 
St. Louis, but didn’t remember 
where. 

Cedar Rapids police and Linn 
County (Ia.) Attorney William W. 
Crissman learned that Dr. Rut- 
ledg had been in Cedar Rapids 
last Monday and Tuesday. Hatt- 
man was murdered sometime 
Tuesday evening. 

Mrs. Rutledge, under question- 
ing, said that when her husband 
returned home early last Wednes- 
day he said there had been “a 
terrible fight.“ His left eye was 
blackened and his face badly 
bruised. She said he told her the 
police might come to see him, 

“If they do,” she quoted him as 
saying, “you answer the door and 
keep them in the living room.” 

That is precisely what happened 
‘early today, Washer said. When 
Dr., Rutledge came out of the 
bathroom, his face was covered 
with a cosmetic apparently to

SUES MUSEUM HEAD 
TO REGAIN PAINTING 


SOLD BY GALLERY 


University City Woman Says 
Portrait Was Lost When 
Left With Firm. 


Determination of the ownership 
of a “lost” portrait hanging in the 
City Art Museum was put up to 
the circuit court in a suit filed 
yesterday by the claimant, Mrs. 
Ralph E. Niedringhaus, against 
Perry T. Rathbone, director of 
the museum, and the six members 
of the board of control. 

The painting, “Portrait of a 
Girl,“ by Manuel De Franca, a 
fashionable painter here in the 
nineteenth century, was bought by 
the museum from the McCaughen 
& Burr Art Galleries, 1010 Locust 
street, in 1946. Mrs. Niedringhaus, 
who lives at 135 North Hanley 
road, University City, said the pic- 
ture was owned by her and was 
lost about 20 years ago when it 
was left at an art gallery. She 
valued it at $1000. 

Officials of McCaughen & Burr 
expressed astonishment when Mrs. 
Niedringhaus claimed ownership 
of the portrait last July. They 
said it had been listed as the 
property of the firm for many 
years, City officials said it would 
be turned over to Mrs. Niedring- 
haus when she displayed proof of 
ownership. The claimant said she 
had a picture showing the paint- 
ing hanging on the wall of her 
old family home which was then 
in the 3700 block of Lindell boule- 
vard. 

The suit, filed by Sigmund N. 
Bass, attorney for Mrs. Neidring- 
haus, demands possession of the 
painting and $250 for its wrong- 
ful detention. The painting and 
frame cost the museum $350, Rath- 
bone said.

The 29 eupermarket meat de- 
partments, closed yésterday by a 
strike of AFL meat cutters, were 
open for business today following 
acceptance ty the owners of the 
wage and hour demands of the 
strikers. 

Terms of the new contract were 
settled late yesterday at a meet- 
ing between the owners’ negotiat- 
ing committee, hegded by Victor 
H. Maurath, and the union execu- 
tive committee, headed by the 
union president, Nick M. Blassie, 
at Hotel Jefferson. The terms will 
be submitted to a general mem- 
bership meeting Sunday at 8:30 
am, at Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House, Blassie said, with a recom- 
mendation that they be accepted 


Under the new contract, head 
meat cutters at supermarkets and 
chain stores will receive an in- 
crease Of $7.50 a week, journey- 
men meat cutters will get $6.50 
more, and the work week will be 
reduced from 45 hours to 42. The 
pay scale is retroactive to Nov. 
15 and the new working hours be- 
come effective immediately. 

Effect on Prices. 

The smaller independent mar- 
kets, of which there are about 
2250 represented in two employer 
organizations, will adopt the same 
increases, spokesmen for the two 
organizations said. There were 
predictions by both supermarket 
operators and small independents 
that the new scale would result in 
higher meat prices unless offset 
by declining wholesale prices. 

The wage scale in effect before 
the strike was $79 a week for 
head butchers and $69.50 for 
journeymen, Smaller independents 
were paying a sliding scale vary- 
ing with the amount of business 
done weekly. 

Negotiations reached a stalemate 
early yesterday morning when the 
employers’ latest offer of $6 and 
35.50 for a 42%-hour week was re- 
jected by the union. At that time 
the union had scaled its demands 
down to the figures represented 
by the new agreement,

Plans of gamblers to move into 
St. Louis county after Jan. 1 and 
the determination of law-enforce- 
ment officials to stop them were 
disclosed by the St. Louis county 
grand jury yesterday. The jury, 
in a partial report to the circuit 
court, also criticized Gov.-elect 
Forrest Smith for being “unduly 
slow” in repudiating gambling in- 
terests which have been reported 
ready to “open up” the state after 
his inauguration. 

In Jefferson City today, Smith 
declined to comment on the jury’s 
statement, saying he “did not want 
to dignify” it. . 

“We have found some instances 
where efforts were made to lease 
premises in the county beginning 
Jan. 1, 1949, with the openly an- 
nounced intention of opening a 
gambling establishment,” the jury 
said. “These leases were prevent- 
ed when the property owners con- 
tacted law-enforcement officials.” 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
members of the Association of 
Law Enforcement Officers of St. 
Louis County, at a meeting last 
week, pledged their mutual co- 
operation to keep gambling out of 
the county. A representative of 
the Missouri Highway Patrol also 
was present and agreed to co- 
operate. 

In its report, the jury, noting 
the determination to suppress 
gambling, said “this word is being 
sent back forcefully to the contact 
men for the gambling interests.” 

Text of Report. 

The text of the grand jury’s re- 
port: 

“In compliance with your Hon- 
or’s (Circuit Judge R. E. La 
‘Driere’s) instructions, we have 
made a very thorough investiga- 
tion of reports of 1 
ities in St. Louis county. e be- 
gan our investightion with reports 
of slot machines, and ot 
widened the scope of our W 
to bookie shops, and to the whole 
field of gambling, We have ques- 
tioned many witnesses, including 
newspaper reporters of the city 
and county, city editors, county 
editors, police officers of the 
county and its municipalities, state 
liquor agents, officials of country 
clubs, various private citizens, and 
some persons charged with gam- 
bling activities. 

“Concerning slot machines, we 
found that after having remained 
largely dormant for a long time, 
some of the devices began to ap- 
pear in side rooms or basements 
of taverns in a small localized 
area of the county in the summer 
of 1948, and seven of them were 
set up in one private country club 
over the July 4 holiday. These de- 
vices immediately went into hid- 
ing due to premature publicities, 
and only a few of them were 
seized. The remainder remain in 
hiding at this time. We found 
that the news stories of whole- 
sale slot machine operations in 
the county were grossly exag-

SAFETY COUNCIL 
LISTS RULBS FOR 
CHRISTMAS TREES 


CHICAGO, Dec. 17 (UP)—Here 
are the National Safety Council's 
recommendations for a safe 
Christmas season: 

1. Set your Christmas tree in 
wet sand or water. 

2. Consult the Fire Department 
before using commercial or home- 
made “fireproofing” solutions on 
your tree. 

3. Keep the tree away from 
fireplaces, radiators and heat 
vents. And don’t use candles. 

4. Get rid of Christmas gift 
wrappings immediately and use 
only non-combustible “snow. 

5. Use lights and wirings bear- 
ing the label of Underwriters 
Laboratories, Inc., and check for 
defects and loose sockets. 

6. Turn off the tree lights when 
the room is unoccupied. 

7. At lodge and church Christ- 
mas parties, make sure someone 
is stationed near the tree with 
fire extinguishers or water pails 
within reach, 

8. And when Christmas is over, 
burn the tree in a safe place— 
never in a furnace, stove or fire- 
place, Evergreens burn with al- 
most explosive violence.

The city employes’ pay increase 
bill, adding $20 a month to the 


pay of classified employes and giv- 
ing advances in pay of 10 to 50 
cents an hour to craft workers, 
was passed by the Board of Alder- 
men this afternoon under suspen- 
sion of the rules, by a vote of 
26 to 1. 

The one opposing vote was cast 
by Alderman J, Ray Weinbrenner, 
who attacked the system by which 
the Civil Service Commission pro- 
poses pay rate changes without 
consulting the aldermen or fiscal 
officials, and the aldermen can 
only pass or defeat the measures. 

The Civil Service Commission’s 
action in the pay increase meas- 
ure, which will add $1,796,000 a 
year to the city payroll, was at- 
tacked also by Alderman Walter 
Lowe. He complained that the 
aldermen, who are elected by the 
people, could exercise no discrimi- 
nation, such as adopting pay in- 
creases for the lower pay brackets 
only, but must pass or kill what- 
ever is sent them by an ap- 
pointive body, the Civil Service 
Commission. 

“A Rubber Stamp.” 

Weinbrenner declared the Board 
of Aldermen had become “a rub- 
ber stamp” for the Civil Service 
Commission. When the Mayor 
clamors about deficits and then 
proposes pay increases, he is not 
being very consistent. The Civil 
Service Commission should have 
to consult with this Board and 
with the fiscal officers of the city 
before sending over a measure 
like this.” ° 

Alderman Herman Novak urged 
passage of the bill, saying: “If we 
hold up this bill, the commission 
will kick it back at us. But we 
ought to see,” he continued, “if we 
can't find some way of changing 

ure,“ meaning the com- 
mission’s contro] over such finan- 
cial measures. Alderman Walter 
Ziegenbalg suggested “submitting 
the whole matter to the public.” 

The Board, however, did find 
one thing it could do in the way 
of pay increases without the com- 
mission’s authority. It passed a 
bill providing increases of $20 a 
month for the Board’s own half- 
dozen employes, who are chosen 
by the Board and are not under 
civil service rules. F 

Firemen’s Pay Bill Passed. 

A supplemental appropriation of 
$159,000, to provide for pay of the 
209 additional firemen to be put 
on the payroll Jan. 1, was passed. 
The new firemen were made nec- 
essary by the reduction in fire- 
men’s working hours from 84 to 
67 hours a week. 

A bill was passed creating an 
additional position of assistant 
superintendent at the city morgue, 
which now has a superintendent 
and one assistant. The new job 
is to pay $200 a month. 

Several amendments to the 
building code were passed by the 
board. One would permit additions 
not exceeding 200 square feet of 
floor space to frame buildings in 
outlying parts of the city where 
frame structures were permitted 
under a former building code. An 
amendment to the provisions for 
multiple dwelling structures does 
away with the requirement for 
double floors in attics, 

Another amendment which was 
adopted doubles the fees 
building permits. The fee has 
been $2 for the first $1000 pro- 
posed cost and $1 per $1000 there- 
after; it will now be $4 for the 
first $1000 and $2 per $1000.

Light Co. waited almost seven 
hours yesterday before making 
any announcement that a strike 
of production workers had begun. 

Neither the police nor Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann were notified 
that a walkout had begun at 8 
am. The company did not try 


to notify the Mayor until 5:30 
p. m., it was learned. By that time 
he had left his office, and did not 
learn of the strike from the com- 
pany until 6:45 p.m., when he re- 
turned to City Hall. 

Early in the afternoon, he had 
been informed by the United 
States Conciliation Service that 
“trouble might develop,” but the 
Conciliation Service said negotia- 
tions were continuing, and there 
was no indication that the strike 
had begun, 

How Chief Found Out. 

Police Chief Jeremiah O'Connell 
received his first inkling of the 
strike and its possible effects on 
public safety when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter asked him at 4:40 p.m, 
what police were doing about it. 
O'Connell said he knew nothing 
about the strike. He telephoned 
an attorney for the company, who 
informed him he thought two or 
three men had walked off the job. 

The Mayor said that when he 
went to the company’s offices at 
2:30 a. m. today, union and com- 
pany representatives were in dif- 
ferent rooms, and he was told 
there had been no negotiations for 
five hours and 40 minutes, follow- 
ing presentation of the union's 
counter-proposal. ' 

„1 just. barged in on both 
groups,” the Mayor asserted, “and 
told them the public interest was 
involved in this, not just their dis- 
pute, and that I expected them to 
get together and negotiate, and 
get this thing settled by morn.ng. 

“I told the company it would 
have* to pay more than it had 
fixed in its mind as the maximum, 
and told the union it would have 
to take less than it had fixed as a 
minimum.” 

The union negotiators, the May- 
or related, said they had submitted 
a counter-proposal five hours and 
40 minutes before, and had not 
had a reply or seen the company 
representatives since then. When 
he went into the room where the 
company negotiators were, Mayor 
Kaufmann said, he “found them 
milling around in comfort with a 
lot of sandwiches.” 

“Hemming and Hawing.” 

“There was a whole staff of 
stenographers in there,” the Mayor 
said disgustedly, “and there was 
a lot of hemming and hawing 
about issuing public statements, 
and apparently little consideration 
of the negotiations. I told them I 
didn’t want public statements—I 
wanted negotiations to settle this 
thing.” 

One of the statements, the 
Mayor revealed, concerned an an- 
nouncement that Laelede intended 
to start distributing straight nat- 
ural gas in its mains at 7 o’clock 
this morning. 

“I told them I would not per- 
mit it,” Mayor Kaufmann de- 
clared. “I told them I had two 
witnesses with me (President Mil- 
ton M. Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service and Director of 
Public Utilities Harry C. Brock- 
hoff), and that.such a procedure 
would be extremely dangerous, 
and might cause explosions and 
result in the loss of lives.

BEL CO. URGES 
ARBITRATION I 
REPLY TO UNION 


Utility Proposes Gover- 
nors of 5 States Each 
Appoint a Member of 
Board. 


Arbitration of the dispute be- 
tween Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. and the union represent- 
ing its 50,000 employes was pro- 
posed by the company today, in 
answer to the union suggestion 
that a fact-finding board be 
appointed. 

The Governors of Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas each would appoint an ar- 
bitrator to the board, which would 
study all the issues and make a 
ruling binding to both sides, the 
company proposed. The union 
would be committed not to strike 
during the arbitration period. 

The board would have the right 
to refrain from ruling any issué 
it felt it could not properly pass 
on, the company stipulated. This 
apparently was in reference to 
the issue of management’s ability 
to raise wages without seeking 
rate increases. ‘ 

In proposing arbitration, the 
company said it still would pre- 
fer to settle the dispute through 
“collective bargaining.” Months 
ago, the union had offered to ar- 
bitrate and the company had de- 
clined. 

The

posed appointment of a fact-find- 
ing board by the presidents of the 
Universities of Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas. 

Strike Warning Given. 

Everett E. Cotter, general coun-

Back on Jobs. 


The wildcat strike of CIO pro- 
duction workers of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., which threatened 
to cut off the city’s gas supplies, 
ended at 6:35 a.m. today with ac- 
ceptance by the union of a com- 
pany wage offer. : 

Production workers reported at 
the three gas plants at 7 a.m., and 
company president Robert W, 
Otto announced that gas service, 
carried on from storage tanks 
during the night, would be normal. 

“There will be no curtailment, 
and no appliancés need be shut 
off,” Otto said. 


Settlement of the dispute was 
reached following an all-night ne- 
gotiating session at the com 
offices, in which federal labor cone 
ciliators and Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann participated. 

‘Public Is Involved.” 

Mayor Kaufman had informed 
the negotiators that “the public is 
involved in this dispute, we want 
to see these differences resolved.” 
- In a joint statement, the com- 

pany and the United Gas, Coke 
and Chemical Workers of America 
announced a general wage increase 
of 13 cents an hour; time and a 
half for Sunday work; the addi- 
tion of tice day to paid holi- 
| Gays, to eight in a year; and 
a holiday pay rate of double time 
and a The agreement is 
retroactive to last July 1, and con- 
tinues until next July 1. 

The walkout, in violation of the 
King-Thompson Act, designed to 
prevent public utility strikes, be- 
gan at 8:35 a.m. yesterday, when 
200 production employes, represent- 
ing the day shift, left the com- 
pany’s coke plant, 526 East Cata- 
lan street, and were followed in a 
few minutes by 20 foremen and 12 
clerks. 

Business Agent Booed. 

Thomas Morley, business agent 
of Local Union No. 6, representing 
the production workers, hurried to 
the plant and tried to persuade 
the men to return to their posts 
at the coke ovens. 

“They booed the hell out of me,” 
Morley reported. 

Morley and Joseph Appelbaum, 
regional director of the union, 
said the walkout was: “An abso- 
lutely spontaneous gesture result- 
ing from the company’s grossly in- 
adequate wage offers.” 

“The union officers were un⸗ 
aware the walkout was taking 
place until shop stewards began 
making reports yesterday morn- 
ing,” Appelbaum said. “The com- 
pany had indicated, after negotia- 
tions starting six months ago, that 
it had no further wage proposal, 
and the men were unwilling to 
wait longer than six months.” 

Union officers said they in- 
structed shop stewards to send 
the men back to their jobs, and 
officers persuaded installers, 
storeroom men and garage men to 
stay at their posts at the company 
maintenance department, 3950 
Forest Park boulevard. 

Walkout Spreads. 

Word of the walkout at the 
Catalan street plant spread to the 
two other gas plants, at 148 Rut- 
ger street ahd 1630 North Main 
street. Thirty-seven production 
workers employed at these two 
plants joined the strike despite 
efforts of union officers to per- 
suade them to remain at their 
posts. 

Employes of the Laclede Co.’s 
St. Louis county plant, in Shrews- 
bury, did not join the walkout. 
These men were until recently 
members of an AFL union, being 
transferred to the CIO by election 
following acquisition of the St. 
Louis County Gas Co. by the La- 
clede Co. 

When it became apparent that 
the production workers were de- 
termined to stay out, and the early 
shift failed to report at 3 p.m. a 
meeting of union and company 
officers and negotiators was are 
ranged hurriedly. 

Appelbaum and Morley were 
joined by the following union of- 
ficers in room 711 at the gas com- 
pany building shortly after 4 p.m.; 
John Baczynski, president of Lo- 
cal No. 6, production workers; Ed-

President’s 
Recommends 
tive Increase of 7 Cents

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
A presidential board recommended 
today that the railroads give their 
1.000, 00 “non-operating” employes 
a T-cents-an-hour wage increase 
immediately and put them on a 
40-hour week next September with- 
out loss in pay. 

The non-operating employes— 
the clerks and mechanical work- 
ers who do not operate trains— 
now work 48 hours a week. 

The board proposed that the 
7-cent increase be retroactive to 
Oct. 1. 


Under the proposal, the shift to 
the 40-hour week would be made 
without any change in “take 
home” pay. The board calculated 
that it would take the equivalent 
of a 20 per cent increase in base 
rates to preserve the “take home” 
pay unchanged. 

The board estimated its pro- 
posals would cost the railroads 
$340,000,000 in 1949. This would 
include $150,000,000 for the cost of 
the 40-hour week from September 
to the end of 1949, plus the 7-cent 
increase for all of 1949. 

The proposed 7-cent increase 
would be a “third round” postwar 
wage increase for these workers. 
Increases of 18% cents and 15 
cents an hour were granted in 
1946 and 1947, respectively. 


Comment of Union Leader. 


First reaction on the union side 
was a comment from George M. 
Harrison, head of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks, that the recom- 
mendations, “on the whole afford 
a good basis for negotiation of a 
settlement of the dispute.” 


Union leaders and railroad rep- 
resentatives will meet in Chicago 
next Monday to go over the re- 
port. Under the Railway Labor 
Act the unions are forbidden to 
take strike action for 30 days. 


The workers had asked for a 
cut in the work week to 40 hours, 
without any reduction in “take 
home” pay, and—on top of that— 
a 25-cents-an-hour wage increase. 


The board’s recommendations, 
made today to President Truman, 
are not binding on the carriers 
or unions, but such recommenda- 
tions, made under terms of the 
Railway Labor at, usually form 
the basis for dispute settlements, 

The board was headed by Wil- 
liam M. Leiserson, with David L. 
Cole and George Cook as mem- 
bers. 

The board said that it felt the 
non-operating rail workers should 
get the 40-hour week because “all 
other interstate industries have 
had the 40-hour week since 1938 
when the Fair Labor Standards 
Act was adopted.” 

The board said the 7-cent in- 
crease would be “considerably 
lower” than the general pattern of 
a wage increases in 


The five operating railroad 
unions, composed of approximately 
350,000 workers who actually run 
the trains, settled for a 10-cent 
hourly increase several months 
ago. 

Monday-Friday Week Denied. 


The board denied requests of 
the non-operating brotherhoods 
fora Monday-through-Friday work 
week, with penalty overtime’ and 
a guarantee of eight hours pay 
for Saturday, Sunday and holiday 
Work. 

It recommended staggered work 
weeks of five days with two off 
days in seven. . 


Railroads must operate every- 
day,” the board noted. 


The board said that it was deny- 
ing a number of union demands 
for changes in working rules and 
other concessions so as not to put 
too heavy a cost increase on the 
carriers at this time.

CLARK FOR LEGAL

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
Attorney General Tom Clark said 
today that legalized wire-tapping 
will be among things which the 
Department of Justice will recom- 
mend in asking Congress to tight- 
en the espionagé laws.

It apparently was 
an “of-the-cuff” talk, and little 
or nothing was carried by the 
press services on it at the time. 

The President’s reaffirmation of 
his belief in federal control of the 
tidelands is significant because 
not since 1946 had he made a ma- 
jor public declaration on the sub- 
ject. At that time he vetoed the 
quitclaim bill which had been 
passed by Congress with the help 
of a powerful oii lobby flaunting 
the banner of “states’ rights.” 

The quitclaim bill would have 
forever renounced federal claims 
to the marginal sea. It failed to 
pass over the executive veto, and 
subsequently the court ruled in 
favor of federal ownership. Last 
year the same quitclaim bill was 
trundled out once more, but died 
at the end of the session. 

The President has adhered to 
his stand in favor of federal own- 
ership of the tidelands despite his 
knowledge that one of his politi- 
cal lieutenants, California oil man 
Edwin W. Pauley, has fought for 
years for state ownership. Pauley, 
who at one time had extensive in- 
terests in tidelands oil, is a for- 
mer treasurer of the Democratic 
National Committee, and in the 
recent campaign quietly helped out 
in raising campaign funds. His 
onetime personal attorney, Wel- 
burn Mayock, has been reinstated 
as counsel] to the National Com- 
mittee.

Donnelly Furnished Form 
of Proclamation for 
Taking Over in Ac- 
cordance With King- 
Thompson Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 17 
-—Missouri’s state administration 
was prepared, up to the moment 
of the St. Louis gas strike settle- 
ment this morning, to take over 
operation of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co., under provisions of the 
King-Thompson Utility Labor Act 
of 1947. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, before 
going to bed at 2 a.m., had made 
preparations to act in the manner 
provided by the law, and had been 

furnished by the State Board of 
Mediation with a form of proc- 
lamation by which he would have 
assumed control of the utility in 
the name of the state. 

The King-Thompson statute, 
which the Governor signed and 
under which, for the first time, he | 
would have acted in the Laclede 
gas strike case, provides that any 
labor union violating the act is 
subject to a penalty of $10,000 a 
day for any work stoppage — | 
ing from a strike which it has 
called, incited or supported. In- | 
dividual employes violating the 
act lose their status as employes 
and their seniority rights, and can 
be rehired only as new employes. 

Statement by Governor. 

Vance Julian, chairman of the 
State Board of Mediation, which 

had been in all-night session in its 
office in a High street apartment 
house, notified Gov. Donnelly at 
7:10 a.m. of the settlement. Short- 
ly afterward, the Governor said 
to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent: 

“T am glad a settlement has 
been reached. I would have been 
prepared to act if the facts justi- 
fied, I had made a study of the 
law, and had made up my mind 
what I would do. 

If the gas suppty of the City 
of St. Louis had run out while 
they were still negotiating, I 
would have had to do something 
about it, because the public health | 
and safety would have been in 
jeopardy. I had made my investi- 
gation as the law provides.”

The law authorizes the Gover- 
nor to designate a department or 

agency of the state government 
to operate the seized utility plant. 
Gov. Donnelly said today he did 
‘mot reach a final decision as to 
which department or agency he 
would choose for the task, if such 
action became necessary. He said 
‘he considered H. Sam Priest. 
‘head of the St. Louis Police 
Board, and considered also the 
State Public Service Commission 
and the State Highway Patrol.

OLESALE PRICES — 
HOW DECLINE’ 


FOR SECOND WEEK| 


Four-Tenths of 1 Pet. Drop 
—Food and Farm Prod- 
ucts Down. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (UP)— 
The rtment of Labor re- 
ported today average wholesale 
prices dropped four-tenths of 1 
per cent in the week ended last 
Tuesday. It was the second de- 
cline in wholesale prices in two 
weeks, 

The department wholesale price 
index last Tuesday was 163 pe 
cent of the 1926 average. The 
agency uses 1926 as a base period 
in computing its index, and the 
average for that year equals 100. 

The Department said farm pro- 
ducts and foods continued to drop 
in price last week’ chiefly because 
of good supplies and consumer re- 
sistance to high prices. 

On the average, the Department 
said, wholesale prices were eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent below mid- 
November and “only fractionally 
higher” than in mid-December 
1947. 

Prices of hogs. and steers 
dropped to the lowest point since 
last May. Lard went down to 17 
cents, a price which last prevailed 
in August 1947. 

Department store sales con- 
tinued to run behind last year 
for the sixth consecutive week in 
New York. In some cities there 
has been large-scale advertising or 
price reductions, the bureau re- 
ported. 

The most prominent weakness 
in the retail field still is men’s 
cothing, but there also are scat- 
tered price reductions and “give 
aways” for major appliances. Sev- 
eral large appliance manufac- 
turers have announced produc- 
tion cutbacks in the last few 
weeks.

lice, The remedy is simply diligent 
and persistent police work by an 
adequate police force, with which 
matter we shall deal in another 
part of our report. 
“We have given close attention 
to the conduct of carnivals in the 
county, at which various types of 
gambling operations were permit- 
ted. We are cognizant of the im- 
possibility of securing convictions 
of citizens of no previous criminal 
character who have violated the 
gambling code by operating a car- 
nival for a purely charitable pur- 
pose. 
“We recognize, too, the tempta- 
tion to professional gamblers to 
frequent or associate themselves 
with charitable carnivals where 
games with which they are well 
— uainted are operated. Never 
eless, regardless of the charita- 
ble nature of such enterprises, 
when such gambling operations are 
permitted, even though minors and 
children are not permitted to par- 
ticipate, it sets a very bad ex- 
ample to the young and gives 
them instruction in gambling.

„Sales of “large ticket” items, 
such as fur coats, stoves and re- 
frigerators, have lagged, bringing 
down the average sales, it was 
said, and store officers are no 
longer optimistic about this year's 
Christmas: business being larger 
than last year’s.

A final tabulation of results of 
the Diabetes Detection Drive of 
Greater St. Louis, conducted last 
week, showed that a total of 604, 
or slightly less than 3% per cent 
of the 17,451 urine specimens test- 
ed, had sugar in them, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Persons whose urine specimens 
proved to be positive have been 
asked to go to the St. Louis Med- 
ical Society building, 3839 Lindell 
boulevard, tomorrow between the 
hours of 9 and 11 a.m. or 1 and 3 
p.m. They will receive free blood 
sugar tests in order to determine 
more definitely whether they are 
suffering from diabetes. 

The 3.5 percentage of positive 
urine samples is about 1% per 
cent higher than had been ex- 
pected, A spokesman for the St. 
Louis Clinical Diabetes Society 
said the high figure probably re- 
sulted from the fact that a large 
proportion of persons who knew 
they were suffering from the dis- 
ease took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to check up on their condi- 
tion without charge.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
Industrial expansion in the final 
three months of this year and the 
first three months of 1949 should 
reach record figures, Government 
agencies reported last night. 

The Commerce Department and 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission said in a joint report that 
if spending corresponds to busi- 
ness plans, outlays on new build- 
ings and machines of production 
will reach: 

Five billion dollars for the last 
quarter of this year, the highest 
amount for any quarter on rec- 
ord. 

Four billion four hundred mil- 
lions for the first quarter of 
1949, a record dollar volume for 
the first three months of any 
year, although, because of high- 
er prices, it will buy less fac- 
tories and machines than in the 
first quarter of 1948. 


View on Inflation. 

Significance of the figures— 
based on expectations voiced by 
business men since President Tru- 
man’s surprise election victory 
was that business spending will 
continue to play a part in keeping 
economic activity high, at least in 
the immediate future. 

That, along with prospectively 
bigger spending program in the 
budget President Truman is to 
send to Congress in January, is a 
key to administration leaders’ in- 
sistence that inflation is more 
likely to continue than to fade out 
now. 

Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, chief of 
the President's Economic Advis- 
ory Council, has said that the out- 
look still warrants setting up an 
anti-inflation program despite some 
“flattening out” in prices and lags 
in retail sales and business loans 
in recent weeks, 

Conflicting Views on Expansion. 

The Government report on busi- 
ness spending plans did not bear 
out opinions voiced in some pri- 
vate quarters, including the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ Association, that 
business expansion will drop next 
year after setting records in 1948. 

There were some explanations to 
show the two opinions might not 
be in conflict. 

One was that although Govern- 
ment figures on spending plans 
were obtained from business men 
after the election, it was unlikely 
the figures would reflect immedi- 
ately any cut-down in long-range 
expansion plans.

The President 
wasn’t expected at the hotel till 8 or 9, and the reporters didn’t want 
a thing out of me at that hour. Gathered below on the fourth floor, 
they had already written their overnight pieces.

But, having worked for Mr. 
Truman as his press secretary for 
three and a half years, I should 
have known better. 

At 6:40, I felt a tug at the bed- 
clothes—the kind I had got used

But it was Mr. Truman’s ap- 
pointment secretary, Matthew J. 
Connelly, and he was saying, 
“Charlie, the President wants to 
see you.” 

There, fresh as a daisy and 
grinning broadly, was the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He 
wanted to end, he said, the mys- 
tery of his “disappearance” since 
midafternoon of election day, and 
had come to give me a detailed 
account of his movements. 

Election Night Disappearance. 

Everyone knows by now that he 
slipped off to Excelsior Springs, 
Mo., 32 miles from his home in 
Independence, to take a hot min- 
eral-water bath—but mainly to be 
alone. 

Buttermilk and a ham-and- 
cheese sandwich made up his sup- 
per, and he was in bed and asleep 
by 7 p.m. No radio vigil for him. 
He awoke at midnight to listen 
to a news broadcast. He then 
went back to sleep until 4:30 a. m., 
got up, shaved, dressed and lis- 
tened to another broadcast at five. 

“The news was good,” he said, 
“and s0 I decided to come in to 
town.” 

By seven o'clock, twenty min- 
utes after the President’s arrival 
in Kansas City, the reporters had 
been briefed and a little later, 
bleary-eyed and unshaven, they 
were in the penthouse. 

The scene will always remain 
vivid in my memory—the reporters 
cross-legged on the floor, the Pres- 
ident in hig shirt sleeves, relaxed 
and quietly exultant on a sofa, 
talking off the record about the 
campaign. 

As some of them wrote later, re- 
membering what the night had 
done to them, there wasn't a sign 
of fatigue in ‘his face. 

Three hours later Gov. Dewey’s 
telegram came, conceding the elec- 
tion.

Two particular helpers stand out 
with boldness in inverse propor- 
tion to their great modesty.

Let’s change 
it to this,” and then he would 
come out with the right words for 
Harry Truman. Let's not weasel- 
word it,” was a frequent injunc- 
tion.

These diatribes are of interest 
only because of their indication of 
the present Communist line. In 
the endeavor to destroy hemis- 
pheric unity, the effort is being 
made to confuse public opinion 
concerning the basic principles on 
which the organization of Ameri- 
can states rests, and, by constant 
repetition, to make it accept as 
gospel a number of grotesque 
e rding the activi- 
ties of Unit tates officials. 
The first evidence I have seen 
here of any repercussions from 
this propaganda was a number of 
letters published recently in sev- 
eral leading newspapers. I have 
no knowledge of their authors’ af- 
filiations.

A Typical Example. 

A typical example begins: 
“Those who today defend the 
theory of non-intervention are the 
same ones who before interyened 
directly and without consulting 
other.

The truth is that from 1922, 
when I was sent by Secretary

Army Engineers Defend Program on Eco- 
nomic Grounds Many Inquiries From In- 
dustries That Might Locate in Area -No 
Clear Fight Now on Proposal by Utilities.

LECTRIC power for a power-hungry region is a notable feature 
of eight Army dam projects for the Ozark area of southern 
Missouri and northern Arkansas. 


This is one phase of the con- 


troversial] dams, whose primary function and justification would be 


for flood control. 


Usefulness of the power, if it is developed, is a certainty. Op- 
position to the dams is very largely against the entire projects— 
against building anything at all in these picturesque streams, It 
comes from fishermen, hunters, . and lovers of the 


outdoors, who object to the effects of the 


and reservoirs on 


fish, game and the Ozark scenery, particularly the unique beauties of 


the Current river. 


However, this opposition has 
taken note of the fact that two- 


thirds of the water-storage capaci- 
ty of the reservoirs would be for 
power production, the rest for 
flood control. The greater the 
storage capacity, the greater the 
height and cost of the dams and 
the greater the extent of the reser- 
voirs. The Army says that power 
production is justified economical- 
ly and from the standpoint of 
engineering considerations. 
Attitude of Private Interests. 

If the dams were built and 
proper opportunities to develop 
power from them were overlooked, 
the Army doubtless would be open 
to severe criticism. 

There is no clear-cut fight by 
private power interests against the 
specific plans for power genera- 
tion in these dams; One of the 
dams, Norfork, is making current 
now, all of which is being sold for 
the present to Arkansas Power & 
Light Co., a unit of the big Elec- 
tric Bond & Share chain. In 1945, 
when Norfork was about a year 
old, an Army engineer cited criti- 
cism of the dam’s economic justifi- 
cation by Arkansas Power & Light. 

If the pattern observed else- 
where in the country is followed, 
opposition of private utilities is 
more likely to occur when the 
question of distribution on a larg- 
er scale from additional dams 
comes up. Most of the distribu- 
tion will be handled by Southwest- 
ern Power Administration, which 
already has been sharply curtailed 
as to funds under opposition from 
private power interests before 
Congress. 

SPA, as it is known in large por- 
tions of Arkansas, Oklahoma, Tex- 
as and southern Missouri, where 
it operates, is an agency of the 
Interior Department. The Army 
would turn power from five of 
the proposed Ozark dams over 


to SPA to distribute, as is the case 
now at Norfork. Under present 
law, power from proposed Gas- 
conade river dams would be dis- 
tributed by the Bureau of Recla- 
mation, another branch of Inte- 
rior, because the Gasconade comes 
under the Missouri Basin Inter- 
agency or Pick-Sloan plan. Since 
Reclamation, essentially a west- 
ern service, has no other business 
in Missouri, it seems possible that 
any Gasconade power would be 
turned over to some other agency, 
perhaps SPA. 
Law on Priorities. 


Both SPA and Reclamation, un- 
der federal law, must give priority 
to publicly owned power utilities, 
municipal. plants and REA co- 
operatives in use of Army-gener- 
ated power. Since few such dis- 
tributors can afford to build long 
transmission lines to the power 
plants, SPA has the principal re- 
sponsibility. It already has an 
appreciable start on a regional 
distribution grid. Among its pow- 
er sources are Pensacola Dam on 
the Grand river in Oklahoma and 
Denison Dam on the Red river 
at the Texas-Oklahoma border. 


Present plans for the Army’s 
eight Ozark dams contemplate in- 
stalled generating capacity of 501,- 
000 kilowatts and average annual 
energy production of about 1,600,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours. This is 
about 53 per cent of the installed 
capacity of the Union Electric pri- 
vate system centering at St. Louis, 
but only about 34 per cent of the 
1947 output of Union Electric. The 
greater part of Union Electric’s 
power is generated at steam 
plants, Hydro plants—dams—us- 
ually are available only for part- 
time operation. The Army projects 
are intended especially to helpir

It Is Serious to Him 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

.I would like to put in a word about 
the fight of seamen against the draft. 
This tale “vastly amusing” to James E. 
Turner is very serious to me. I don’t 
want pity. I simply want to protest 
‘the biggest “shanghaiing” in history. 

As Mr. Turner said the Merchant Ma- 
rine was a voluntary service (Point 1 
in our favor) and the men who are now 


eligible for military service were eligible 


during the war. He did not explain 
that as soon as the war was over those 
of us that had at least 32 months serv- 
ice (the armed service minimum was 
10 months) were released and exempted 
from the draft. The men of the Flying 
Tigers, Eagle Squadron, and U. S. Ma- 
rine Corps were volunteers too. 

To say “the motive of the merchant 
seamen was one of individual . gain 
rather than patriotism” is unfair. The 
individual gain was small and the risks 
were great. The Merchant Marine and 
Armed Guard were the most expendable 
of all services. Many ex-servicemen 
owe their lives to the fact that mer- 
chant ships were sacrificed to give 
troop convoys more escorts. 

As an example, in 1943 I crossed the 
Atlantic on the 8.8. Sharpsburg. We 
traveled with 20 other tankers with five 
little corvettes as an escort. The trip 
before I was on the U.S. A. T. Siboney. 
We made the same crossing with 15 
other fast troopships with 14 new de- 
stroyers and a battleship. Many 
freighters and tankers had to travel 
alone. 

I can’t forget that during the war we 
were treated differently. I remember 
seeing two tankers burning in sight of 
West Palm Beach. Seventy-seven men 
burned, When the tanker I was on tied 
up in Port Arthur an older man told 
me, “Boy, I'll have to hand it to you, 
but you are a fool,” 

I went to sea before any boy my age 
was drafted because I could get into 
the middle of the war first. I took sup- 
plies to all theaters of operation. I 
came home three years later “a sadder 
and a wiser man.” Im now going to 
engineering school (without the G.I. 
Bill) to learn to be a solid citizen. If 
I’m drafted now it will be another Pear! 
Harbor for me. 

Those of us that were released from 
the first draft are trained in a service 
as vital as any. Don’t draft us now.

After Three Years’ Service 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

James E. Turner’s letter concerning 
the Merchant Marine is typical of the 
attitude of many Americans. As an ex- 
merchant seaman, I am sick of it. 

This was my mistake. I volunteered 
at the age of 17 as a result of a nation- 
wide drive to recruit men for our rather 
shaky merchant fleet. This was in April 
of 1943. I sincerely believed, in fact the 
Government told me, that I was doing a 
needed, patriotic thing. My local draft 
board assured me that my services in 
the Merchant Marine were more neces- 
sary than my being inducted into the 
Army. I was a fool]; I believed them. 

I served for three years in the Mer- 
chant Marine. I rose from seaman to 
officer. I sailed mostly on tankers. I 
saw service in the North Atlantic, Gulf 
of Mexico, Mediterranean sea, Persian 
gulf, Indian ocean and Pacific ocean. I 
finally returned home completely broken 
in health, a mere shadgw of my former 
self, 

I was a fool, as I say, because I have 
yet to see one public utterance or act of 
appreciation for the efforts and lives of 
thousands of merchant seamen who, 
even the most critical must admit, did 
something toward winning the war. I 
was a fool because I have never ceased 
to smart under the label of “draft- 
dodger.” I was a fool because I shall 
never be classified as a “veteran,” and 
only a young man who is not a veteran 
can appreciate how much that. means. 
I was a fool because the peace-time 
Merchant Marine can only support a 


small fraction of the men trained during 


the war. I was a fool and I know it 
now and, bélieve me, if there is another

As was pointed 
out on this page on Oct. 20, the same stalling 
strategy was successful when the Dickmann ad- 
ministration had 4 zoning ordinance ready for 
adoption in 1941. : 

Mayor Kaufmann has tried to keep zoning 
non-controversial. So the City Plan Commission 
has played along with the real estate representa- 
tives in the hope of winning them over. Repre- 
sentatives of other groups approved the ordi- 
nance long ago. 

Milton Kinsey, the Mayor’s public service 
director, has been outstanding among the stall- 
ers. He has raised objections to designating 
slum and blight areas on the ground that this 
will discourage building in such neighborhoods. 
Does he really believe that any prospective 
builder with a good pair of eyes will be scared 
by a map, but not by the sight of actual 
dilapidation? 

To get more building, St. Louis must get rid 
of its slums. It cannot get anywhere by refus- 
ing to adopt an ordinance recognizing their ex- 
istence. Anyway, that was done when the Mayor 
appointed an Anti-Slum Commission and it cam- 
paigned for a slum clearance bond issue. 

A good zoning ordinance is one of the missing 
ingredients of the city’s campaign against blight. 
The one now on the books is 22 years old. It. is 
utterly unrealistic and out of tune with the 
city’s real needs, Further, it is riddled with 
“spot” exemptions. 
nance which will protect untouched areas 
against spreading blight, and which will insure 
that reconstructed neighborhoods shall not 
again sink into decay. 

Such an ordinance will be a boon to every 
property owner. Only the speculators fear it. 
They want to remain free to do anything and 
everything to property values if they see a 
profit. So far, they have had their way. But 
with a little vigor, the city administratioh could 
put them in their place. 
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Why Not Direct Election? 


Today's Mirror of Public Opinion is a gener- 
ally excellent editorial from the New York Her- 
ald Tribune in favor of efectoral college reform. 
This editorial shows how outmoded and danger- 
ous it is to elect presidents by electoral blocs 
of votes, so that nominees win all or nothing in 
each state regardless of the size of the popular 
majority. 

The Herald Tribune points out that this year 
New York’s 47 electoral votes, under the pro- 
posed Lodge-Gossett joint resolution would be 
divided: Dewey, 21.62; Truman, 21.15 and Wal- 
lace, 4.23. But because Gov. Dewey narrowly 
carried the state he won all 47 votes. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that it would be 
much better to go all the way and get rid of 
the electoral college entirely. Why not have 
simple, direct election of the President by popu- 
lar vote? Why prorate the electoral vote, why 
bother with fractions? The electoral vote of 
many states would be revised after each de- 
cennial census anyway. The soundest thing is 
to let the people vote, without complications 
of any sort, for their choice for the highest 
office. : 

Surely our citizens can be now trusted with 
that responsibility after 160 years of apprentice- 
ship! 
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Mr. Petrillo Plays 


James C. Petrillo has again added to his al- 
ready excessive power and prestige. As before, 
he has done so because he is farther-sighted 
than the phonograph record industry. 

Like John L. Lewis, Mr. Petrillo has risen to 
his present pinnacle on the shortcomings of the 
industry whose workers he heads. The record 
makers have exploited musicians ruthlessly. 
They paid the rank and file nothing like enough 
to compensate for the multiple times a record 
was used or to offset the resulting decrease in 
demand for musicians’ services. Their callous- 
ness to the tragedy of technical displacement 
gave a golden opportunity to Petrillo, and he 
made the most of it. 5 


The welfare fund was a stroke of genius on 


Petrillo’s part. Its principle was obviously fair: 


it amounted in effect to à royalty to rank-and- 
file musicians, paid to the unemployed in terms 
of employment to perform concerts paid for out 
of the fund. It is embodied in the new contract 
which Petrillo’s American Federation of Musi- 
cians has just signed with the record companies. 
The only difference is that in the contract 
which expired 1142 months ago the fund was 
under the sole control of the. union—a pro- 
cedure outlawed by the Taft-Hartley Act— 
and it is now in the hands of an impartial 
trustee, 


Since Mr. Petrillo has again done what was 
best for the musicians, they will continue to 
back him up, and perhaps at times in the future 
to invest him with arbitrary and dictatorial 
powers, as in the past. It would be constructive 
if the employers would set out to earn a reputa- 
tion for sometimes doing what is best for the 
musicians, too. 

Because they have won too little respect from 
the musicians, Mr. Petrillo has won too much. 
This unbalance of power could genuinely be re- 
dressed through more business statesmanship, 
rather than through restrictive legislation,

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The Averted Gas Strike 


A wildcat strike of gas workers was settled 
last night after hours of negotiation, while 
Mayor Kaufmann and Gov. Donnelly stood by to 
take emergency action if needed. The walkout 
started yesterday morning, but the public was 
not made aware of the dangerous situation until 
late in the afternoon. 

A similar strike some years ago by employes 
of the Union Electric Co. caused the passage of 
the King-Thompson law, barring strikes in 
public utilities and authorizing seizure and 
operation of the plants by the Governor at his 
discretion. A later Union Electric strike was 
confined to employes on the East Side because 
union leaders respected the Missouri law. 

Apart from the vast inconvenience that would 
be caused by a cutting off of the city’s gas sup- 
ply, considerable danger would be involved 
through the escape of gas through pilot lights 
once it was turned on again. The incident gives 
new justification to the passage of the King- 
Thompson law. 


Utility strikes are in a different category 
from other labor disputes. Utility workers have 
the power to paralyze a community dependent 
on gas and electricity. That is why their dis- 
putes should be placed in a separate category. 
Policemen’s unions and government workers 
forego the right to strike in their charters. 
Utility workers should recognize how deeply 
and intimately their refusal to work affects the 
general public. 

Surely, neither the Union Electric Co. nor the 
Laclede Gas Co. would dare to lock out em- 
ployes and cut off electricity or gas. This lim- 
itation on corporate freedom of action should be 
paralleled in the case of utility labor unions. 

The prolonged electric strike in Pittsburgh 
some years ago highlighted and dramatized an 
improper use of the strike weapon. The lesson 
should not go unheeded. 
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Mr. Elliott Makes It Plain 

Ivan A. Elliott, Attorney General-elect of Illi- 
nois, made excellent use of his invitation to 
speak before the Illinois’ State’s Attorneys Asso- 
ciation. Repudiating in effect the flim-flam of 
Attorney General Barrett and Gov. Green that 
enforcement of the law is purely a local respon- 
sibility, Mr. Elliott, who defeated Mr. Barrett, 
made it clear that the state has a definite 
responsibility as well. He said: 

It is the duty of the State’s Attorneys and 
of the Attorney General to enforce all the 
laws at all times. I want you to know that 
I intend to fulfill my obligations to enforce 
all the laws on the books. 

Mr. Elliott said specifically that if local offi- 
cials tolerate gambling, his office will not shirk 
its responsibility.” This policy requires no rules 
for the guidance of the county officials, for, as 
the Attorney General-elect said, “you can read 
the statutes as well as I can.” 

This leaves the prosecutor of an _ Illinois 
county only one course. That is to enforce the 
law against commercialized vice, gambling and 
corruption, as the voters ordered in their man- 
date of Nov. 2. Any prosecutor who does not 
enforce the law can expect to be embarrassed, 
if not humiliated, whenever local citizens appeal 
to Springfield for help. 

Mr. Elliott’s statement to the State’s Attor- 
neys puts him right alongside of Adlai Steven- 
son, the Governor-elect, in commitment to give 
the people of Illinois a clean, honest and forward- 
looking administration of their state affairs. 
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Sports Writers’ Warning 


The so-called “sanity code” of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association is a joke. It was 


meant to curb professionalism in intercollegiate 


football and other sports. An Associated Press 
survey of sports writers, however, shows that the 
code has had no effect, that it is being disre- 
garded right and left. In spite of “holier than 
thou” attitudes, these close observers say, the 
college sports business is as “hypocritical” as 
ever. 


Under the code, schools are not supposed to 
offer financial inducements to athletes. They 
are not supposed to receive any help, monetary 
or otherwise, which is not available to other 
students. Yet it is a wide-open secret that ath- 
letes are paid, and sometimes quite lavishly 
paid. The solicitation of high school athletes 
by. coaches and alumni cannot be covered up. 
The recruiting rivalry is as keen as that of the 
playing field. Often the more prominent schools 
are the more prominent offenders. 

Since musicians, lecturers and entertainers 
who come to the campus are paid quite natur- 
ally, it can be argued that an athlete who helps 
to entertain 40,000 or 50,000 ticket-buying 
stadium ‘spectators also should be paid. Even 
though some may ask whether universities and 
colleges should be in the entertainment busi- 
ness, there is nothing morally wrong with play 
for pay. There is nothing particularly sacred 
about amateurism. Borrowed from the English 
sporting gentry, it is not even a very democratic 
idea. 


But what is disgusting—and downright im- 
moral—is the pious pose of play for play’s sake. 
Institutions of higher learning are supposed to 
foster high ideals. Yet the efforts of a teacher 
of ethics or a professor of philosophy are under-

The 531 members of the electoral college, 
the celebrities nobody knows, gathered in 
the 48 state capitals this week to elect a 
President of the United States. This is the 
archaic custom which still hangs over us. 

The shortcomings of the electoral college 
are many. Chiefly, of course, the electoral 
vote is an extremely poor reflector of the 
popular vote. On three occasions—Adams 
in 1824, Hayes in 1876 and Harrison in 1888 
the system produced a President who did 
not poll the largest vote on election day. 

We escaped such a contradiction this 
year by a fair margin, but there was a 
grave danger of the election landing in the 
House of Representatives. The difference 
of 25,000 votes in Ohio and California 
would have swung 50 elector votes, elim- 
inated the Truman majority and resulted 
in the spectacle of the House (one vote to 
each state) electing our President by po- 
litical dicker and horse trade. 


Hazard of Run-off Ended 

Now that the peril has blown by, it is 
high time to repair the situation. The 
Lodge-Gossett joint resolution in the last 
Congress proposing à constitutional 
amendment is an excellent start. 

This proposes to retain the electoral vote, 
counted by state units, in exact proportion 
to the popular vote, but abolish the elec- 
toral_college. In New York, for instance, 
Gov. Dewey, having carried the state, re- 
ceived all 47 electoral votes last Monday. 
The proposed amendment would reflect the 
popular vote with mathematical fidelity— 


21.62 electoral votes to Dewey, 21.15 to 
Truman, 4.23 to Wallace. Electoral and 
popular vote are consistent. Top candi- 
date wins, majority or plurality, and the 
hazard of a run-off in the House is ended. 
The election of the President becomes di- 
rectly responsive to the will of the people. 


Protection of Small States 


Aside from the vast virtue of discarding 
a relic which puts our whole household in 
jeopardy every four years, a number of 
solid merits seem likely. Campaigns would 
become more truly national, with less of 
the fierce concentration on big states. 

The two-party system inevitably would 
spread, from Maine to Mississippi. States’ 
rights would perhaps be enhanced—cer- 
tainly, under the unit system, the small 
states would be protected. The power of 
splinter or balance-of-power parties would 
be, if anything, reduced, 

A presidential candidate from a populous 
area might well possess no assured politi- 
cal superiority for being able to carry this 
or that decisive state. Every vote would 
count in exactly the same degree. 


Reform is overdue. It is time we elected 
the President without beating around the 
electoral college bush. Any amendment, 
following careful debate and preparation, 
will require the approval of three-fourths 
of the states. Let us get started on the 
details in the coming Congress, before our 
quaint electoral college breaks down com- 
pletely, 


An Art Collection Goes Home

At least some of the fabulous pictures 
from the Kaiser Friedrich Museum in Ber- 
lin have ended their long Odyssey and are 
back on German soil again. 


They are not behind the Iron Curtain in 
Berlin, where only a few. gaunt columns 
stand on the museum's site. They are in 
Wiesbaden, in the United States zone, safe. 
from any lingering inclination of the Rus- 
sians to retaliate for destruction of Soviet 
collections and libraries by the Nazis. This 
great German collection was honestly ac- 
quired by purchase in the days of Freder- 
ick the Great, and the United States is 
pledged to see that it remains the property 
of the German people. 


The collection was brought to the United 
States only for temporary safe-keeping. 
Now the more fragile paintings have been 


returned to Germany as a first installment. 
Moreovér, the United States has promised 
a further earnest of good intentions, A 
substantial sum, gathered in admission 
charges when the Kaiser Friedrich collec- 
tion was exhibited in our museums, will be 
given as a benefit fund for German chil- 


. dren. 


The Reich was characteristically obsti- 
nate in keeping the collection in Berlin 
during the war. It was not until 1945 when 
bombs destroyed one of the museum’s 
storage vaults that dispersal was begun. 
During the last weeks of war soldiers of 
Gen. Patton’s army found the paintings in 
the Merkers salt mines. Now the full circle 
has been drawn. 

We have sent to Germany some spiritual 
as well as material nourishment. Besides, 
we have proved we keep our word.

‘with other work that we started 
the September western trip with 
only the Dexter, Iowa, speech pre- 
pared, 

We were understaffed. The 

White House girls sat up night 
after night, typing and retyping. 
We did our best to feed the 
thhungry maw of the early editions, 
but, after all, there was something 
else to be thought about. The 
speeches had to deal with the is- 
sues in a down-to-earth way. They 
had to be in words that the Presi- 
Ment would naturally use. 
Fancy Writing Not Wanted. 
I was asked frequently if some 
famous writer or other, say Rob- 
ert Sherwood, was being brought 
in to assist. Thé answer was al- 
‘ways “No.” Nat that outside help 
Was not welcome—we did have 
some of it—but it was felt that 
those who knew the President, 
‘knew his ideas, knew the kind of 
sentences and words he liked, 
could do a more satisfactory job 
for hi mthan any professional 
writer, however brilliant. 

I think the result was not bad. 

One of the greatest problems of 
the staff on board the train was 
to find time with the President. 
We made the most of each 
precious minute. We would get 
perhaps 15 minutes with him and 
then he would have to pop out to 
the rear platform and make a 
speech, Then he would have to 
greet a delegation coming on 
board, It might be an hour or 
two hours before we got another 
brief session with him. 

So it went, day after day. Not 
only were the major speeches be- 
ing prepared, but notes had to be 
got up for the smaller speeches— 
the names of the candidates to be 
mentioned, something about the 
town we were visiting, and so on. 

Speeches Without Notes. 

Often the President would get 
these notes only a minute or 80 
before going out to the platform. 
Often he wouldn’t use them, but 
would speak completely off-the- 
cuff. His own amazing knowledge 
of local geography and history 


were perhaps more important 
than the major addresses. They 
got him close to the people. 

e crowds that Truman drew 
should have told the pollsters and 
the other “ something. 

Significant, too, was the atti- 
tude of some visiting politicians 
who had been reluctant to asso- 
ciate their own cam with 
that of the President. One could 
see the hesitation of these doubt- 
ing Thomases vanish as they noted 
the size and enthusiasm of the 
crowds. More than one candidate 
who had been certain of Truman’s 
defeat left our train a Truman 
coattail rider. That fact, I think, 
should have been a tip-off that 
maybe something was boiling be- 
neath the surface. 

Atomic Bomb Speech. 

The atomic-bomb speech was a 
problem. I had announced it for 
Philadelphia. Before we went 
there, we sat down in the Cabinet 
room to review a draft. It didn’t 
fill the bill at all. For one thing, 
it didn’t bring out the President’s 
winning fight for civilian control 
of atomic energy. 

‘The President worked with us 

until nearly midnight, and still 
the speech was sbdur. After the 
President left, we had another 
session. Nerves were frayed. No- 
body was in any condition for 
authorship, and time was running 
out. Philadelphia did not get that 
speech. 
We finished another draft later 
for the Milwaukee meeting, and 
this time it was what the Presi- 
dent thought it ought to be. 

We had feared that this deeply 
serious atomic-bomb speech, 
though it read well, might fall 
flat on delivery, especially since 
the meeting was being held out- 
doors. 

The contrary proved true. It was 
received with grave attention. 

Another speech that worried us 
in advance was the one at Pitts- 
burgh. 

It had a light opening—how the 
Republican candidate had set 
himself up as “a kind of doctor 
with a magic cure for all the ills 
of humanity.” The American peo- 


stood him in good stead. In the 
aggregate, these little speeches

| Hopes. 

We thought the speech was 
good, but wondered whether it 
could be put over. The President 
felt that he could do it. He suc- 
ceeded even beyond our hopes. 

Thereafter, we worked in all the 
humorous material we could, 

At Madison Square Garden the 
President played on the theme of 
Mr. Dewey’s following him around 
like a shadow. That went over, 
too. Mr. Truman showed that he 
could take a speech of that kind 
and squeeze every possible bit of 
juice out of it. 

The President threw me a 
curve on the Saturday night St. 
Louis speech at the end of the 
campaign. To satisfy the Sunday 
papers’ demand for an early story, 
I went into the press car and 
briefed the newspapermen from a 
draft that we had expected the 
President would use. He had it in 
his notebook when he stood on 
the platform, but under the in- 
spiration of the cheering crowd 
he discarded the draft and gave 
a speech off-the-cuff. 

It was a far better speech than 
had been written. So the next day 
there were two Truman speeches 
in some of the papers—the one 
“prepared for delivery” and the 
one actually given. 

If ever a speech was written 
under tough conditions, it was the 
last one of the Presidential cam- 
paign—the radio talk from the 
Truman home in Independence, 
Mo., on a program with Senator 
Barkley. 

The President had decided to 
ignore political custom and de- 
liver, instead of a sweetness-and- 
light, get-out-the-vote essay, a real 
campign speech. 

— with him felt that 
this was the thing to do. 

We got into Kansas City on the 
Sunday before election day with 
three drafts of that seven-minute 
radio speech. They were bad. Some 
of the staff got together and 
whipped up a fourth draft, to be 
put before the President when he 
arrived at the Muehlebach Hotel 
from Independence on Monday 
morning. 

Too Little Truman in Speech. 

Matt Connelly said it was ter- 
rible. It wasn’t that bad, but 
Matt was fundamentally right—it 
didn’t have enough of the Presi- 
dent in it. So when the President 
got to the hotel, we told him the 
speech had to be redone from 
scratch. He agreed. Matt usually 
tries to spare the President, but 
on this occasion he was pitiless. 

„Mr. President,” he said, “you 
have got to sit down and write 
this speech yourself.” 

Only about an hour was left 
before the President had to begin 
taking part in the Shriner cere- 
mony which would keep him occu- 
pied most of the day. The Presi- 
dent said, All right. I'll go into 
the bedroom and write as long 
as I can. I want the rest of 
you to write independently. And 
then we'll get together.” 

The President went into his 
bedroom and the others gathered 
in a little hideaway I had in the 
hotel. An hour later, the Presi- 
dent had his draft ready in long- 
hand, and we had one. He read 
us his speech. It was just what 
we needed. It was Harry Tru- 
man. So we took that draft and 
brought it up to the required 
length. A quick job of editing 
and the speech was done in time 
for early-afternoon delivery to the 
press. 
| To my mind, it was one of the 
best speeches the President made 
in the campaign, both in content 
and delivery. A little hoarseness 
in his voice didn’t hurt. It gave 
| his voice a heavier quality on the 
Alr. 

It must be remembered that on 
his trips Mr. Truman was not 
only the candidate, but the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He 
had the day-to-day business of 
government to carry on. Official 
papers came almost daily by air- 
plane. And radio teletype mes- 
sages flowed into the signal car 
at the front of the train. The

These are but samples of the 
official duties which increased the 
difficulty of getting time with the 
President for work his 
speeches. 
A Man of Amazing Energy. 
Looking back over the cam- 
paign, I marvel at the President’s 
vitality. Often he would be dog- 
tired at night. But after four or 
five hours’ sleep—he rarely got 
more—he would be again vigorous 
and high-spirited. He has the 
bounce of a rubber ball. 

He never failed in promptness. 
Once when the train jolted to a 
stop, a bottle of pop, ordered by 
Margaret, fell of a window ledge 
in the private car and drenched 
the President's trousers. He 
started to his room to change, 


then saw that he didn’t have time 
and went to the platform with his 
trousers dripping. 

He drove himself unmercifully, 
and the members of his staff 
drove him, too. He wanted it that 
way. As an example, I routed 
him out of bed at 1 a.m. in Mis- 
soula, Mont., on the first Western 
trip, to talk to a crowd of a 
couple thousand at the rear end 
of the train. He put on a dress-

Arnold, Fortas and Porter, 
Representing Western Union,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 — The 
New Deal law firm of Arnold, For- 
tas and Porter has registered un- 
der the regulation of lobbying act 
as counsel for the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., at a one-year re- 
tainer of $25,000. 

Paul Porter, a member of the 
firm and former head of the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, told 
the Post-Dispatch legislation 
would be sought to remove the 
present 25 per cent excise tax on 
telegrams. 

We are not sure we are re- 
quired to register as lobbyists,” 
Porter said, “but after what hap- 
pened to Slaughter we thought we 
had better take no chances.” 

He referred to Roger Slaughter, 
former Democratic Representative 
from Kansas City, who. was indict- 
ed by a federal grand jury recent- 
ly for failing to register as a lob- 
byist for grain interests. Slaugh- 
ter is a lawyer; he entered a plea 
of not guilty. 

Besides Porter, the members of 
the firm are Thurman Arnold, 
former head of the Department 
of Justice anti-trust division, and 
Abe Fortas, former Under Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

Porter said he expected to tes- 
tify before Congressional commit- 
tees on the plight of Western 
Union, which, he said, would have 
an operating deficit this year of 
$4,000,000 despite a gross income 
in excess of $210,000,000. He said 
he would argue that the tax is 
not a revenue measure per se, but 
was imposed as a wartime tele- 
graphic “volume deterrent,” and 
that if Western Union, a regulated 
monopoly, could not make a 
profit, the Government would find 
itself in the telegraph business.

Former U. S. “Olympic 
Track Coach Dead 


SYRACUSE, N.Y., Dec. 17 (AP) | 

—Thomas F. Keane, who estab- 
lished a remarkable record as 
track coach at Syracuse University | 
and of United States Olympic | 
teams, died last night. He was 
76 years old.

FIRST I'd like to make a few general observa- 
tions, then describe our own hunt, and finally 
suggest some conclusions, The Conservation 
Commission is to be complimented on the manner 
in which it supervises the hunting—both enforce- 
ment agents and others handling their jobs in 
business-like fashion. Folks who live in the 
areas of good deer population made fine hosts 
and provided all the hospitality possible. We 
saw fewer signs of old demon rum holding sway 
in the deer camps—a fact well reflected in the 
extremely low accident rate. By and large, 
Missouri deer hunters are learning more about 
the sport; although I’m sorry to say that in the 
section we hunted over, inexperienced hunters 
dtd much to hold down the harvest of bucks, 
On the other hand, fewer illegal deer were taken, 
as against a heavy kill last season of does and 
bucks too small to carry four points. We did 
put out several small fires started by inexperi- 
enced woodsmen to warm their hands as they 
stood on a crossing, apparently oblivious to the 
fact that this greatly lessened the chance of a 
legal deer coming within range.

OUR HUNT was made for three days down in 
Carter county from a camp on Current river 
where there was known to be a good deer con- 
centration.

Or can 
the Commission work out suggested techniques 
which might assure greater success?

MOST SPORTSMEN TODAY are familiar 
enough with wildlife management to know that 
the whitetail deer throughout much of its range 
is a managed crop. This means that a great deal 
of accurate and detailed information and knowl- 
edge must be gathered by the Commission, which 
is responsible for deer propagation and preserva- 
tion. Experience in many states besides Mis- 
souri proves that a deer herd can be wiped out 
quickly by too much hunting. But by the same 
token, once the herd starts a comeback it. can 
easily snowball to the point of disaster if a 
sufficient harvest is not taken eVery season. 
Deer numbers, in other words, must be kept in 
accurate balance with the carrying capacity of 
their range. There are other questions which 
will arise in the mind of the sportsmen who fur-

Rusty Hot Water. 


— 


HE way things are these days 
you have to be very careful 
not to make any snap judg- 
ments about anything. or en- 
ample, just because you draw a 
tub of hot water and it looks 
rusty, you don’t want to assume 
that it’s caused just * rust in 
the pipes and heater. It may be 
something altogether different. 
A lot of so-called rust is simply 


“Sediment and various minerals in 


the water which change to a red 
color when they are heated to a 
high temperature in the hot water 
storage tank. It seems that the 
more they are heated and the 
higher the temperature the redder 
they get. This little difficulty can 
sometimes be taken care of by not 
heating the water too hot. An- 
other trick is to filter out some of 
these minerals and sediments so 
that they don’t get into the hot 
water tank in the first place. It 
will also help considerably if you 
allow this sediment to settle to the 
bottom of the tank and then drain 
out a few pails, via the drain valve 
at the base of the tank. If this is 
done at regular intervals you may 
not be troubled with red hot water 
any more. 

Of course, in some cases the 
rusty water is actually caused by 
rust in the pipes and about the 
only effective cure here is to have 
them replaced.

double time, and art students take 
every spare second to paint on 
the stained glass window for the 
pageant or the 9 1 Christmas 
carol books. Mu of this is out- 
side of class, extra curricular 
work but the school looks on it 
as being as important as the 
things that are learned in class- 
rooms. 

“We don’t look on this pageant 
as merely a show,” Leonard D. 
Haertter, director of the school, 
says, “but as part of the entire 
educational program. When the 
pageant started 25 ‘years ago it 
was a simple babe-in-the-manger 
tableau.

Shortly before the appointed 
time, students will assemble in the 
advisories and a system of bells 
will indicate which groups go to 
their places. 

When the audienoe is assembled 
—an anticipated 2000 proud par- 


ents and alumni—the junior and 
senior choral groups will be at 
their places on either side of the 
stage, the narrators will take their 
places on their stands, and the 
narration of the Christmas story, 
interspersed with carol singing, 
the “book boys and girls” turning 
the pages, will begin. Finally, a 
student soloist will sing the tra- 
ditional “Mary’s Lullaby” and the 
tableau will be unveiled. The 
pageant will be over and the stu- 
dents who had the fun of putting 
it on may not realize that, in the 
school’s eyes, they were studying 
all the time they thought they 
were playing. 

“One of the most valuable as- 
pects of the student participation,” 
said one faculty member, “is that 
we'll find youngsters who don't 
know whether they’re coming or 
going, give them a large share of 
responsibility in this production 
and they really begin to click.” 

“The best thing about it,” Dor- 
othy Gilbert adds, “is that there’s 
no one in the entire school who 
doesn't take part in this. It’s 
complete individual participation. 
Every student has worked on it 
and whether they expected to or 
not, all the faculty find out that 
they’ve worked on it, too.” 


North made a shrewd bid when 
three spades, in- 
earts— 


little to carry on to game even 
after the double raise in spades, 
and that he scarcely could have 
taken action if North had bid 
three hearts. Neither rebid by 
North, of course, is absolutely 
forcing, but at least, with the 
spade raise, South * count on 
a fit. 


This, however, is based on the 
assumption th&t the four-spade 
Contract was desirable. Actually, 
South went down, 


West led the diamond king. 
When ho was allowed to hold the 
trick, he shifted to a low club. 
East won and returned a dia- 
mond, knocking out the ace. De- 
clarer then cashed the heart ace, 
ruffed a low heart, went back to 
dummy with a trump—and then 
went into a huddle! Was the 
heart suit going to Greak! If not 
could he ruff another low heart 
without being over-fuffed? There 
were no answers to these ques 
tions, and South guessed wrong. 
He led another low heart and 
ruffed with the ten. West over- 
ruffed and promptly cashed the 
diamond queen to set the contract. 


While it is quite true that South 
could have saved himself by ruff- 
ing with the trump ace instead of 
the ten, this is a double-dummy 
observation. The real point is 
that the dilemma should not have 
arisen. After ruffing hearts for 
the first time, South should have 
cashed the trump ace and led to 
the king, thus giving himself the 
chance to drop a possible double- 
ton jack. Then he would know 
how to proceed safely.
